Boston, Jan 14— The Boston K of C Games opened 
the major indoor circuit with fine individual performances 
and thrilling races which had a crowd of 12,000 rocking Bos- 
ton Garden with its cheers. Villanova gave notice that it 
will be the team to beat at the indoor championships as they 
won four individual titles, shared another, and won their 
milerelay race with the fastest time of the night. It re- 
mained for Pitt's Arnie Sowell, however, to become the meets 
conversation piece as he strode a 1:48.6 anchor leg in the 
2-mile relay. 

Sowell had a touch chore but made it look easy as 
he erased Manhattan's 30-yard lead and brought Pitt home by 
20 yards. With no noticeable effort, Arnie passed his 440 
in 51.9, caught his man with 14 laps to go, and breezed home. 
Nine watches read 1:48.6 or 1:48.5. Pitt's time of 7:39.6 
established a new KC record. 

The first Villanova victor of the evening was soph 
dashman George Sydnor, who broke perfectly with the gun, 
opened a two-yard margin, and held it to win in 5.4 over 
former NCAA champ Willie Williams of Ft. Knox and Lindy 
Remigino, who were an eyelash apart in 5.55 (meet record 5.3). 

Bones Dillard ran his consecutive heat victories 
in Boston to 54 as he won the 3-flight 45 yard highs in 5.7 
(his meet record is 5.6). His victory margin was only 
inches, however, as he leaned out Lou Knight of Manhattan 
and Joel Cohen of Harvard. 

Outdoor AAU titlist Charlie Jenkins led all the way 
in the Prout 600 (a 440 plus 1 lap on the ll-lap boards), 
for his 3d straight KC win. The Villanova junior ran away 
from a late bid by Lou Jones to win handily in a good 1:11.4 
Michigan's Grant Scruggs nipped the wilting Jones for 2d. 
Jenkins’ quarter was 52.2. 

Tom Courtney hung back in a mediocre 1000 yard 
field and then blasted home to win going away in 2:14.6. 

With a calf injury hobbling Santee, the featured 
mile was turned into a tactical battle. Deady led the pack 
past the quarter in 64 and Joe LaPierre took them past a 
2:07.4 half. Villanova soph Ron Delany took over at the 3/4 
mark in 3:11.3 after biding his time in the 3d and 4th 
spots. Tuft's Fawcett then took a shot at the lead, but 
Delany just picked up his pace. With a lap to go, Len 
Truex set the crowd howling as he made his bid, but he got 
only as far as the Irish lad's heels. Dubliner Delany 
turned on his distinctive choppy kick and pulled away to 
win by 5 yard. 

Horace Ashenfelter romped to victory in the 2-mile 
after being delayed for a quarter by a slow, bulky field. 
The half was 2°16, the mile 4:30, 1$ 6:45, 1 3/4 7:55. 

Villanova led all the way to win easily over Manhat- 
tan in the meet's fastest college mile relay. Jenkins loaf- 
ed his anchor leg in 49.2 as the quartet totaled 3:20. 
Harvard topped Princeton and Yale in 3:22,9. 

Fifteen feet was just out of reach for four pole 
vault contestants who had to settle for a tie at 14'6", 
Messrs. Richards, Laz, Welbourne, and Bragg (Villanova 
again) shared first although Rev. Robert made 15' on an 
extra try after they all had come close. 

Little (5'9%") Phil Reavis, Villanova soph, took 
the high jump as he scraped over 6'9 3/4", 1/4" off the 
world indoor (board) mark.

Dave Sime Runs 9.5 


Washington, DC, Jan 2l—- Three startling surprises 
featured the Washington Star Games, run on a flat armory 
floor covered with non-skid, white casien paint. 

Dave Sime, 19-year-old Duke sophomore impressed 
observers as being of Olympic calibre with his amazing 
triple victory in thesprint series. The 6'2", 185' pound 
red-headed stylist, who had been shut out in his semi-final 
50 at Philadelphia last night after a bad start, ran four 
sprints tonight and appeared stronger in each race. He 
said, "This sure is fun." After a 70 heat, he came from be- 
hind to beat Andy Stanfield by a foot in world-record tying 
time of 7 flat. Rod Richard, another top sprinter, was 3d. 
Then Sime beat Stanfield by a yard and half in an 8 flat 80, 
and finished with a world's best ever time of 9.5 in the 100 
where he defeated Stanfield by 24 yards, going away. 

George King, who had never won a big mile race, 
smashed a strong field tonight. A last minute substitute in 
the mile, King trailed Len Truex's 60.8 and 2:07 pace. At 
the 3d quarter, Phil Coleman, a 4:08 miler, led in 3:12, 
trailed by Billy Tidwell, a 4:07.4 miler, and King. Tidwell 
grabbed the lead, and King trailed him to the final back- 
stretch, then sprinted to the tape in 4:11.3. Truex, who 
had run the night before, got up to third at the finish. 

In a third surprise, Lee Calhoun proved his Phila- 
delphia victory was no fluke. He tied Dick Attlesey's 70 
yard high hurdle record in defeating Joel Shankle and Jack 
Davis. 

Arnie Sowell again carried Pitt to a 2=mile relay 
win, starting 25 yards back of Syracuse and finishing 30 
yards ahead of Georgetown with a 1:51.3 leg.

Phil Reavis Clears 6’ 10” 


Philadelphia, Jan 20— First sensational perform- 
ance of the Olympic year came in the Philadlphia Inquirer 
meet as Phil Reavis high jumped 6'10", The 5'92", 140-pound 
Negro sophomore from Villanova is the third man ever to 
clear 6'10" indoors. Later, the jubilant Reavis said that 
until tonight "I never dreamed I'd do aything better than 
6'8", That was my aim. I figured 6-8 would get me a shot 
at theOlympic team. It seemed silly to think of getting any 
higher." And Dick Haggarty, his high school coach, said, "I 
think he has an excellent chance of topping seven feet." 

The greatest four-way pole vault competition in all 
track history found four men over 14'10", Don Laz and Jerry 
Welbourn cleared that height and only tbd for third as Don 
Bragg, Villanova's NCAA champion cleared 15 feet, and Bob 
Richards won at 15'3", raising his number of 15-footers to 
84. This- was Bragg's first indoor vault over 15'. 

Close races thrilled 10,650 spectators in Conven- 
tion Hall as four Olympic champions suffered defeat. 

Lee Calhoun, on te cut junior from North Carolina, 
cam from behind to edge Harrison Dillard in record-tying 
time of 6.0 for the 50 yard highs. Besides Dillard, the 
surprising Calhoun defeated Charles Pratt and Joel Shankle, 
and last year's winner, Rod Perry, was eliminated. 

Mal Whitfield's 3l-year-old head could not quite 
hold off Charley Jenkins 2leyear-old legs in the 600, and 
the Villanova junior came from behind in the stretch to win 
by four feet in 1:12.2. Whitfield jumped Jenkins with two 
laps (320 yards) to go and led until the stretch. 

Olympic sprint champs Lindy Remigino and Andy Stan- 
field failed to reach the final of 50. Lt. Rod Richard, 
AAU 220 champ, and Pan American champion, won by a whisker 
from John Haines, indoor AAU champ. Ed Conwell pulled a 
muscle in the final. 

Arnie Sowell won a surprisingly easy 1000-yard 
victory over Gene Maynard and Tom Courtney, leading all the 
way with a 57.7, 1:58.3, 2:12.6 pace. His final 120 rds 
in a sizzling 14.3 opened a 77-yard gap over Maynard. Harry 
Bright failed to finish, but retired the Borican trophy on 
the basis of his 2:11.35 in 1954. 

The mile saw a blistering last lap battle after 
three-quarters of slow jockeying. Ron Delany, Villanova 
sophomore who ran 4:05.8 in Europe last summer, led for 
six laps, then Joe Deady led for two until Len Truex took 
over. Delany grabbed the lead on the 10th, but Truex 
repassed the Dubliner on the last lap. Delany quick- 
stepped through a final 440 in 56 flat to win by two yards, 
while Deady was only 7 yards back in third place. Lap 
times were 66.5, 2:15.5, and 3:20.9.

INDOOR TRACKS 
by Bob Behr 

For the benefit of fans who have never seen a major city 
indoor meet it might be well to explain the physical set-up. 
Since seven of these meets are held in Boston and New York, 
their tracks shall be taken as typical. 

These board tracks are 160 yards in circumference at the 
pole, 11 laps to the mile, and have banked turns. It is easy 
to estimate distances between runners because the oval has 0 
yard curves and 0 yard straights, The 600 yard event came 
into being because it afforded a full straightaway at both the 
start and finish and because its pace is slightly slower than 
a 40 pace which would result in too many pile ups and spills, 
The 1000 also brings the homestretch into play. 

The dash and hurdle lanes are set up running down the 
middle of the oval, These events tart up against one curve 
and end almost at the other, In Boston, the dashmen finish 
the race and zip up across tne inclined curve to a padded 
wall. The slightly (10 yards) longer Madison Square Garden 
dash lanes have the runners disappearing through a largs door 
after they breast the tape. The middle sections of the curve 
are taken up and the competitors are braked in the lobby by 
two ushers who have a stomach catching hawser stretched 
across the board apron, The NY boards are more battered than 
the Boston oval, but seem to have more spring.

Meantime the most discussed runner is Merv Lincoln,+:04.6 
miler who also had a notable tussle with Spurrier - over 
1000m on Jan.7. Both shattered Landy's home record (2:31.44) 
Spurrier getting the decision in 2:23.7, from Lincoln 2: 23.9, 
and John Murray 2:26.1. 

Lincoln staged a mighty finish, but he had made his task 
unnecessarily hard by dropping well back before the bell.On 
the lest circuit he made a desperate effort with the most 
eye-popping display of overstriding I've seen in a race. 

Lincoln had his first 2mile run on Jan.4, but lacked 
opposition to pull him out. His 8:53.6 was 1.6 outside Dave 
Stephens' national record - but one record did fall, the 
national junior mark to Ron Clarke (18) with 9:01.8. 

If Clarke maintains his progress he'll do very well.His 
latest brilliant effort was a 4:11.7 mile, 

Bob Morrow created a wonderful impression here, partic- 
ularly with his 9.4 100y on Jan.4. Many looked for a 10.2 
100m on the 7th., but against a l10ft.per sec. headwind it 
was 10.5. 

Local sprinters Brian Randall and Hee Hogan were humb- 
led in both races, although admittedly Hogan was unfit 
after injury. He'd have done better not to run. 

In the 220 and 200,Morrow was content to ease as soon as 
he got clear of the field, and so the times (21.9 and 21.6) 
were a disappointment. 

Parry O'srien had only to compete to shatter Australian 
all-comers records, which he did with 58'0"4 and 164'3"# on 
the first day.

Landy Runs 3:58.6 Mile

John Landy re-established himself as the world's greatest 
miler when winning the Victorian title in Melbourne Jan, 28 in 
3258.6, second fastest time on record. 

Mervyn Lincoln ( years younger than Landy) was second in 
4.:00.6, moving to seventh on the all-time list, while Ron 
Clarke, third in ):07.6, became world's all-time fastest under 
19. Times at 1500m were: Landy, 3:43.23; Lincoln 3:44.43; and 
Clarke, 3:51.4. 

Landy's first comment was, "I had no sparkle. I had a 
little more let't at the finish, but I couldn't seem to produce 
ite Possibly because I've had so little racing.” He also 
thought the first half seemed fast, though it wasn't.. 

He was seventh at the quarter in 61.5, and moved up to 
second at the half in 2:02.0. When Guinan, the unknown leader, 
dropped out, Landy was up front. He gained a 5 yard break on 
the strong running Lincoln in lap three, with Clarke 25 yards 
back. Time: 3201.0. 

Then came the thriller. John really opened up, and 
steadily, but gradually, pulled away from Lincoln, On the back 
straight it was 7 yards, around the turn 10, widening to 15 at 
the tape. But Lincoln ran a wonderful race, clipping a stage 
gering seconds off his previous best, making a total of 11.4 
inside two months. 

Landy showed, better than words could describe, that he 
has plenty of last lap. It will take a mighty man to stay with 
him even to the 1320, let along with a vicious last lap such as 
this 57.6 to cap it. John finished typically fresh, despite 
the 8 degree temperature, which is 10 above his favorite temp- 
erature for a race. 

Lincoln's lap times were 62.0, 61.0, 59.0, 58.6. 

Two days later Landy eased through a 56.0 first lap, then 
finished well to clock 1:50.4 for a new Australian and all- 
comers record. Don Macmillan was second in 1:51.7 and Doug 
Henderson did 1:51.9. Then on Feb, 1 he ran a 1:53.0 relay 
leg as his team set a new Australian two-mile record of 7:37ey4. 

In other Victorian results, HecHogan made a great return 
to form with a 9.5 century (wind 6.2 ft. per sec.) to Brian 
Randall's 9,6 and Alastair Gordon's 9.7, on Jan. 28, On the 
30th, in bad distance weather, Dave Stephens gave us a thrill 
when he laid back as much as 60 yards for 9 laps, then got up 
to win a 13:)7.8 three-mile from Les Perry (13:50.8) and Geoff 
Warren (14:11.0). Ray Weinberg made an amazing come-back with

Pottshots 


by D.H.Potts 


In response to a request from Ye Publisher I've devised an English- 
metric convereion table for field event marks. The officiel IAAF units of 
measure are the centimeter(0.3977 inches) end the quarter-inch. However, 
it is customary in the U.S. to measure merke to the eighth inch. It is 
clear that a table converting every measurement up to 300 feet by inter- 
vele of even a centimeter would take up a lot of space. The usual way to 
get around thie difficulty ie to give conversions for intervale of: 

10 ft.,1 ft.,l.in., 1/€ 1n., and 1C wetere, 1 mtr., 1C cm.,1 cm. Such a 
table would require, in general, adding of four numbers to make a conver- 
sion. Also there is a cumulative error problem which is only met by 
carrying out the computation to three decimele. The table below does not 
suffer neerly so badly from these disadvantages. Only one addition is 
needed to convert any metric figure in cm. units to its English equive- 
lent(to 1/6 inch). High accuracy ie obtained in the firet table by use 
of the fact that 127 cm.= 49.9999 inches exactly. Thus, if we assume 

127 cm. = 5O inches, the error is only one ten thousandths of an inch. 

In Table A below we give conversions at intervale of 127 cm. up to 4953 
em. (at which point the accumulated error ie 0.CO49 in.). The remaining 
entries were obtained by subtracting intervals of 127 cm. from 10,000 
m.(= 326'1" exactly). Thie wae done to cut down accumulated error in the 
second half of the table. 

Table B converts the range C-127 cm. by centimeter intervals into 
English measur in i,€ inch fractions. In thie connection there is a 
problem as to tie west procedure for rounding off the conversion to the 
proper 1/€ inch equivalent. The most acute case is that of 117 cm. = 
46.0629 inchee. Should thie be called 46 in. or 46 1/8 in. ? But if one 
notes how field event marks are measured(when a performance is reported 
as 117 cm, one means thet the distance measured was between 117 and 118@ 
em.) it can be shown thet €4 per cent of the time a mark reported as 117 
cm. will emceed 46 1/8 in. For that reason the policy used in Table B wes 
to round off to the nearest 1/€ inch. I wish to emphasize that thie 
rounding-off procedure is a matter of conventions there is no uniquely 
correct way. 

Examples: (1) To convert 5164 cm. to feet we find in Table A the 
antry 5047 = 165'7". Subtracting 5047 from 5164 we get 117 cm. In Table 
B 117 cm = 3'10"1/8, so 5164 = 165'7" + 3'10"1/8 = 169'5"1/8. 

(2) To convert 169'5" to cm. we find 165'7" = 5C47 in Teble A. 
Subtracting 165'7" from 1€9'5" we get 3'10", which does nei appear in 
Table B. But then we use the largest entry less than 3'10", which, in 
thie case, ie 3'9"5/8 = 116 cm. Thus 169'5" = 5047+#116 = 5163 cm. (This 
procedure will prevent a mark from increasing upon reconversion. )

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So They Tell Me

JOE TRUM, Beaumont, Texas: "Our track program falls into 
the categories of high school, college and AAU. ‘he high 
school program is well developed, the college very well de- 
veloped, but the AAU program is relatively undeveloped in 
most of the country. I am impressed with the California pro- 
grams where many ex-college athletes continue to compete for 
years under the banner of the Olympic Club, LAAC, and other 
groups. This, to me, is the fertile field of development. 
"Notice how many dual meets are held between European 

countries? This brings track up to a pretty high competi- 
tive level, and I think that part of our program is very 
weak, Why can't we develop such a program in this country 
between the states? 

"Frankly, such a program would have kept men like Buddy 
Davis in the amateur ranks, for with his college eligibility 
ended, all Buddy really had left was the national AAU once a 
year. Through such a program we could begin to develop some- 
thing we need badly, and the colleges can't, or won't, fill: 
experienced competitors in such events as the hop-step-jump, 
steeplechase, longer distances, and hammer throw. 

"I realize there are many loopholes in this, such as 
the weakness of the AAU in most parts of the country, but if 
the UMnited States is really concerned about its future in 
international track competition, and is looking for a con- 
structive way to build, this might offer a solution. Our 
curse is the loss of too many good men simply because their 
college eligibility is ended.” 

CLYDE LITTLEFIELD, Univ. of Texas coach: "I have not re- 
tired from coaching and feel better than for any time during 
the past two years. As long as I can do the job well I plan 
to coach here at the University." 

BILL JIMESON, Baltimore: "This fall we tried something 
different with our cross country. Cross-country is for two 
reasons--for the boys who are good at longer distances and 
don't have a chance to shine on the track, and for the boys 
who are getting a distance background for the coming season, 
So we had two schedules--long races for those who are just 
cross country runners, amd short races (one mile) for those 
who want some distance background for the quarter and half. 

I wmder if there is anyone else who agrees with me that for 
lots of fellows cross country is too far and that they would 
enjoy it more if the distance were cut down?" 

TED CORBITT, marathoner: "American marathoners can 
appreciate the 80 degree heat wave that wrecked the British 
marathon championships. Those are standard conditions in the 
U.S. championships. The 2:31 by Nick Costes in winning the 
1955 National AAU run was fabulous, In the Canadian marathon 
championships the temperature rose from 95 to 100 during the 
race," 

KEN DOHERTY, Penn Coach, on taking over as Penn Relays 
director: "It's the greatest track meet in the world. If, as 
de Coubertin stated, 'the important thing is in taking part'!, 

what greater meet than one where over 3000 athletes take part 
during two days (10 hours) of competition? Few realize, for 
example, that during the first 90 minutes of the Carnival we 
run a heat of the 440 yard relay every four minutes; 22 heats 
of from 6 to 12 schoois each (we can run in lanes all the way 
around our 36 foot wide track). During that first hour and 
a half over 700 boys will compete in track, in addition to 
over 160 elementary school boys running on the grass and the 
usual number of field event competitors. Can you even dream 
of a better 'development! meet, whether for the Olympic Games 
or just for that much needed quality, American physical 
stamina?” 


JACK MORTLAND, Bowling Green, Ohio: "Lon Spurrier took 
honors for running the most sub 1:50 800 meters in 1955 (cone 
version factor of .7 used for 880 times). He ran under 1:50 
13 times, to 12 for Tom Courtney, 11 for Audun Boysen, and 10 
for Roger Moens. However, Moens had the best average for his 
sub 1:50 efforts, 1:48.06, to Courtney's 1:48.43, Boysen's 
1:48.75, and Spurrier's 1:48.95. Whitfield was under 1:50 
10 times in 1953, the previous best record,” 

BILL GILL, Coach, Centennial High School and Charles 
Dumas: "Ken Doherty of Penn told me he has been comparing pic-| 
tures of Dumas and Les Steers and feels the style of both is 
identical in every respect. Doherty feels Steers is the 
greatest stylist ever, and that if Dumas would increase his 
speed in the aporoach he is capable of jumping 7-3." 

DICK NASH, race track publicist: "Fred Tootell told me 
he twice threw over 200 feet in the hammer. Once it was 20) 
feet in a handicap meet, and later 210-7 in an exhibition, 
with the throws officially conducted in every respect. Then 
he suffered an injury and never anproacned 200 feet again. He 
says the world record should be about 220, that it takes about 
six years to learn the event, and that it is too bad Hal Con- 
nolly isn't a little taller, The !secret' is something he 
knew 30 years ago--really use all your speed in driving into

that first turn." 

JOE GALLI, Australia: "I would like to clear up the un- 
truth that Landy's 3:58.0 was like Bannisterts 3:59, the 
result of a specially paced 'racet, Bannister (as reported 
in Jan, Athletics World) belittled Landy in trying to justify 
his own morally doubtful method of beating the Australian to 
the first sub- min, mile, We all know Bannister's record 
was achieved in a long planned team pace effort, while at 
Turku Landy led for more than half the distance, and there 
was no prior planning to have present Chataway, who did not 
pace Landy, Landy could have used pace setting tactics here 
in 1953-5 but he repeatedly said he wanted to do it on his 
own. 

CHUCK ESSER, El Cajon, Calif: "In order to keep our Ol- 
ympic team in shape after the trials, and to raise money for 
the Olympic Fund, why not hold a series of meets patterned 
after the charity football games, Give halt the proceeds to 
the local charity and nalf to the Olympic fund. Also, meets 
between our team and European teams on the way to tne Games 
would be helpful to the athletes and of interest to fans," 
ARTHUR GOLD, London: "Peter Wells should have a place in 
your world ranking for the high jump, especially when com- 
pared with Ion Soter (9th). He was over 6-6 eight times, 6-7 
tour times (best of 6-73), won every time, jumped always from 
a grass take-off, and made two of his 6-7 jumps from wet grass 
in wind and rain.” 


WALTER MACK, Glendale, Calif: 

"Relative to Jack Dianetti: in my junior year at 
Michigan State, three days before the Drake Relays of 1946, 
a group of half and milers ran a 3/4 mile time trial. Jack, 
who was visiting the school and who was still three months 
from his 17th birthday, ran withus and won the heat in 3:08, 
this, mind you, with his last competitive race having been 
run 8 months beforel 
Later I grew to know Jack quite well; in fact, I 
was best man at his wedding at the end of his junior year. 
Jack was a good football and basketball player. He could 
break 80 on a 72 par golf course. With practice in either 
golf or gymnastics he could have had National Collegiate 
recognition. In the spring of 1947, he ran his 1:50.8 and 
4:12, and in the fall previous to that he had beaten both 
Ashenfelter and Stone over a rugged 5-mile cross country 
course. 

Yet in the fall of 1949, I sat in the stands with 
Jack watching Notre Dame - Michigan State football, and I'll 
never forget him saying, "I would rather play 60 minutes of 
football against Notre Dame than break world records in 
track". He sincerely meant it. I knew then that regardless 
of physical potential that he had run his best times. He 
had been a 3 letter sport star in high school, but footbell 
was his only love, 

But he could run when under pressure, when he had a 
mind to. I recall another time when Gehrmann and two others 
had given him a lacing in a mile run which was Jack's last 
collegiate meet. Later in the afternoon he ran anchor leg 
on the MSC mile relay team with a determination to make it 
his last race and to beat Gehrmann. He did beat Gehrmann 
and it was his last collegiate race. He never has run 
another race beyond his 22d birthday! 

I would say that the compound of a great middle and 
distance runner was constituted of the following three 
items: 50% Ability, 25% Guts, and 25% Love. In short, if 
love of running is not there, the guts will also be limited! 
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by Cordner Nelson 


I have received two interesting letters concerning 
the article ranking American milers, in which I expressed 
my personal opinion by naming a few milers I thought had 
more potential than my old favorite, Cunningham. Immediate- 
ly, Robert Gilmore rushed to Cunningham's defense with an 
impressive history of Cunningham's accomplishments (which I 
maintain were against only average milers). Gilmore also 
praises Cunningham's strong finish, and that is where we 
disagree, and where my personal opinion enters the picture. 
As a long-time rooter for Cunningham, I suffered many a 
time because he was a sitting duck for any "kicker" who 
could stay with his 62-second third quarter. 

Cunningham's first such defeat is still an indel- 
ible picture in my memory. Of course, Cunningham had been 
out-kicked before, in the '32 Olympics, and had lost the '33 
indoor AAU to Venzke (the prince of non-kickers), but he had 
now reached his prime, having set a world record of 4:06.7 
the previous week. Bonthron trailed him grimly around that 
last curve of the NCAA mile in the Coliseum, and I cannot 
erase the picture of Big Bill blasting out of the curve to a 
5-yard lead within a space of about 30 yards. Cunningham 
was helpless then, and Bonthron outkicked him again, the 
following week in the AAU, with a world record 1500 (3:48.8). 

Cunningham won a great number of indoor races, but 
most of his victories were against Venzke and San Romani. 
Outdoors, Cunningham beat Bonthron in only one important 
race, not counting Bonthron's 1936 comeback when he was far 
from his best. And that one race was the 4:06.7, when 
Cunningham built up such a lead that Bonthron never used 
his kick, finishing 40 yards back. 

In 1935, Cunningham was outkicked by Lovelock and 
Bonthron in the Princeton Invitational. In 1936 he lost 
another Indoor AAU to Venzke (from whom he won 43 out of 52 
races over a 9-year period), lost the Princeton invitational 
to Venzke, and was badly outkicked by Lovelock in the 
Olympics, while at his best. i1n 1937, his best race was the 
Princeton Invitational where he ran 4:07.4, but was outkick- 
ed by both San Romani and Lash. n 1938, he was almost un- 
beaten, running mostly against San Romani and Venzke, but he 
managed to lose a slow mile to San Romani. In 1939, after 
after a world's best of 4:10.7, he failed in the stretch of 
the AAU, finishing fourth. I saw his farewell performance 
in the 1940 AAU at Fresno, when he ran his 2d fastest time 
ever (by only one tenth of a second), yet was impressively 
outkicked by Walter Mehl, an inexperienced miler. 

Cunningham never outkicked a great miler. He was 
outkicked many times. He lost more than half his races to 
Fenske, Lovelock, Mehl, and Blaine Rideout. His 17 won and 
8 lost record against top milers was gained mostly by his 
8-0 record against his Kansas "cousin", Archie San Romani. 
And the best American miler he ever ran against (in our 
ranking) was 9th-ranked Chuck Fenske. 

RILEY BEST, the present Wisconsin coach and a team- 
mate of Me an enske, wrote the other interesting letter 
I mentioned. He helped coach Gehrmann, and knew all three 
very well, and so is in a position to express an important 
opinion as to the relative merits of those Wisconsin runners 
(who were three of the five milers I named as capable of 
beating Cunningham). Quoting Riley Best: "I will make this 
statement as to my beliefs of their abilities — if you put 
all 3 men in good shape in 10 races I would say that Gehr- 
mann would win at least 7 of them, and I wouldn't bet 
against him to win all 10! Don never ran up to his potent- 
ial and usually ran to win only. After his graduation in 
1950 he was in excellent shape for the 1950-51 indoor season 
and in my mind could have broken Dodd's indoor world record 
of 4:05.3 on several occasions, but Don loved to beat some- 
one in the sprint and got his enjoyment in racing from this?

Sandor Iharos, who made a world 3000 meters record 
of 7:55.6 in Budapest on May 14th, 3.2 seconds inside the 
old mark made by Gaston Reiff, Belgium, as far back as back 
as 1948, trained right through from last Autumn to capture a 
record which few look upon as an enticing target. But the 
measure of thegreatness of Iharos is apparent when one red- 
uces the distance to find that not only did he run the first 
1500m in 3:58.6, a time which would bring pleasure to many 
a miler, even today, but on top of that ran the 2d in 3:57, 

And there is a lesson in the progress of Iharos for 
the tens of thousands who flirt with athletics and the many 
more who never try to run because they feel t hey haven't got 
the natural ability. Iharos, who is 25 years of age, stands 
5'113" tall, but weighs only 132 pounds, started running 
when he was 18 because he regularly beat his friend in the 
morning race to catch the tram to work. 

His idea then was to try to make his mark at 400m, 
but even after a fairly lenghty period of training he could 
rarely get inside 58 seconds. It wasn't until he went into 
the army that he really began to show any form. In the 
autumn of 1950 he ran 1500m in 4:06.8. In the following 
year he came under Igloi, the coach of Honved, the Central 
Army sports club. But Igloi for long was afraid to push 
him because of his seeming fragility, although he was con- 
vinced that +haros had the potentiality for inside 4:00. 

Thriving on increasingly tougher training, Iharos 
brought his time down to 3:54.2 in 1951 and in November of 
that year began training with the aim of making the Hungar- 
ian team for the Olympic Games. In a visit to the Soviet 
Union in 1952 he ran 1500 in 3:49.4 in Kiev and also gained 
his place in the team for Helsinki. At the Games, lack of 
experience saw him run out of a qualifying place in his 
heat of the 1500m. 

Igloi set Iharos the target of bettering the 
Hungarian record in 1953, but tharos still lacked confidence 
in himself, to such an extent that the national coaches 
wrote him off, even although he ran 3:46.0 in training and 
in one fast run actually covered his last 100m in 11.8. In 
July of that year he won the national title in 3:48.8, but 
inthe World Youth Games in Bucharest could only finish 3d 
because of stomach trouble. This proved to be more serious 
than was at first supposed, internal bleeding putting him 
out of training for a spell. 

In the autumn of 1953 he returned to a heavy 
training program. During the winter of 1953-54 Igloi had 
come to the conclusion that, frail though he appeared, 
Iharos was nevertheless capable of standing up to really 
strenuous winter training without weakening his reitatively 
weak organism. So he worked out a training schedule the 
aim of which was to bring Iharos down to 3:44.0. 

During 1954 Iharos quickly proved that the new 
found confidence of his coach was not an inaccurate estima- 
tion of his potentiality. In Paris he beat Jungwirth, 
Czechoslovakia, in 3:46.0 He was a member of a Honved 
team breaking the world record for 4x1500m. And in Oslo he 
beat Boysen in 3:42.4. That put him in the front ranks for 
the European 1500m title, but in Cerne he could get no high- 
er than 6th. That was bitter disappointment for Iharos, who 
by then, fast as he was running against the watch at the 
distance, began to feel that 1500 meters was too short for 
him. 
And that is how we have a new world record for 3000 
Iharos decided that he would try extending his dis- 
tance, Last September he had a cut at the Hungarian record 
for 3000m and did 7:59.6. That convinced him that, if he 
set himself out for the job, he could break Reiff's world 
mark. From last autumn he trained every day with the 3000m 
record as his target.
